EXECUTIVE ORDER NO. 1 2- 

SERIES OF 2020 

ACTIVATING THE INCIDENT COMMAND SYSTEM (ICS) AND 
CREATING THE DIFFERENT RESPONSE CLUSTERS AGAINST COVID-19 
IN THE CITY OF DIPOLOG AND FOR OTHER RELEVANT PURPOSES 

WHEREAS, the following government issuances buttress the need for a systematic and 
well-coordinated response in the fight against the Coronavirus Disease (COVID-19) to 
complement our local Inter-Agency Task Force for the Management of Emerging and 
Re-emerging Infectious Diseases (IATF-MERID); 

Proclamation No. 922, s. 2020, which declares a State of Public Health 
Emergency throughout the country due to Corona Virus Disease 2019; 

Proclamation No. 929, s. 2020, which further declares a State of Calam¬ 
ity throughout the Philippines due to Corona Virus Disease 2019; 

Executive Order No. 20-24, which imposes a General Community Quarantine 
in the Province of Zamboanga del Norte from March 17, 2020, 12:00 noon until 
April 14, 2020; 

Executive Order No. 11, s. 2020, which provides further guidelines on 
Social Distancing and Adopting a Calibrated Community Quarantine in the City 
of Dipolog; 

WHEREAS, Republic Act No. 10121, otherwise known as the “Philippine Disaster 
Risk Reduction and Management Act of 2010,” calls for the adoption and implementa¬ 
tion of a coherent, comprehensive, integrated, efficient and responsive disaster risk 
reduction program; 

WHEREAS, Memorandum Circular No. 04, s. 2012, of the National Disaster Risk 
Reduction and Management Council (NDRRMC) provides for the Implementing Guide¬ 
lines on the Use of Incident Command System (ICS) as an On-Scene Disaster Response 
and Management Mechanism; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, DAREL DEXTER T. UY, Mayor of the City of Dipolog, by virtue 
of the powers vested in me by law do hereby ORDER: 

SEC. 1. ACTIVATION OF THE DIPOLOG CITY INCIDENT COMMAND SYSTEM (ICS) 

— In order to complement the efforts and initiatives of the Inter-Agency Task Force on 
the Management of Emerging and Re-emerging Infectious Diseases (IATF-MERID) and 
help in the coordination of responses in the ongoing implementation of community 
quarantine and other Covid-related actions, the INCIDENT COMMAND SYSTEM (ICS) 
of the City of Dipolog is hereby ACTIVATED which shall have the following key organi¬ 
zational structure: 




In addition to the functional mandate of the ICS, the following duties and re¬ 
sponsibilities shall likewise be carried out: 

1. Establish and maintain an Incident Command Post (ICP) for the 
duration of the quarantine period and even beyond as may be necessary; 

































2. Observe proper health and safety precautions such as thermal 
scanning and social distancing and provide handwashing, sanitation and disin¬ 
fection protocols in the conduct of ICS activities such as regular meetings, brain¬ 
storming sessions and operational briefings; 

3. Operate on a 12-hour operational period from 12:01AM to 
12:00NN and from 12:01PM to 12:00MN, and provide round-the-clock support 
and assistance to the Inter-Agency Task Force and other allied agencies in the 
implementation of the community quarantine and in the management and utili¬ 
zation of resources for the fight against the spread of COVID-19; 

4. Prepare an Incident Action Plan (IAP) for every operational period; 

5. To perform such other functions and recommend for the creation 
of additional units and sections to the organizational structure as the need 
arises. 


SEC. 2. RESPONSE CLUSTERS. — To effectively address the socio-economic impact 
of COVID-19 to the City and the general public, the following Response Clusters (Clus¬ 
ter Approach) composed of stakeholders and key allied agencies are likewise created, 
thus:

The aforementioned Response Clusters shall perform the following crucial functions: 

1. Craft a contingency plan for your respective clusters which covers operational 
strategies and measures as well as budgetary requirements on a worst-case scenario which will 
serve as guide on what the City and the community should do and how to properly carry them 
out during and after the onset of this dreaded disease; 

2. Facilitate the buy-in and involvement of all the sectors in the community, in¬ 
cluding NGAs, NGOs, POs, CSOs and other humanitarian partners in their respective cluster plans 
and activities, taking into account the mandate and priorities of these stakeholders; 















3. Establish and maintain appropriate coordination mechanisms to ensure the 
proper, efficient and rational delivery of basic services and necessary assistance especially to the 
most vulnerable sectors; 

4. Stack-rank the initiatives and ensure functionality of the Cluster Approach 
through the identification of best practices and proactively applying them in collaboration with 
other clusters; 


5. Perform such other functions as may be necessary and expedient to cushion the 
impact of this disaster to our constituents and hasten recovery and rehabilitation the soonest 
possible time. 

SEC. 4. EFFECTIVITY. 


This Order shall be effective immediately and shall continue to subsist until after 
the adverse effects of COVID-19 to the community have been fully addressed upon 
declaration by the City Mayor or higher authorities. 


Let copies of this Executive Order be furnished to all concerned officials, institu¬ 
tional partners and stakeholders for their information and guidance.
